Attorney 
General

circulation,

tion under penalty of denial of the 
use of th® mails. 
The attorney general upholds the 
postmaster general's construction that 
it is im m aterial whether subscriptions 
are individual or in bulk and that ihe 
provision of the law covers the num­ 
ber of copies of a publication distribu­ 
ted to certain paid subscribers by any 
means.
